Oak timber set on end with the 
wear across the grain, has, after use 
of fifteen years in pavement under a 
heavy traffic shown a wear of less 
than one inch. Tbe surface of traffic 
streets during the hot weather when 
timber decays, ic covered with mud 
occasioned by sprinkling the dost 
which protects the timber, while on 
residence streets the same attention is 
not given to sprinkling and tbe tim- 
ber is exposed to the rays of the sun, 
producing dry rot in a comparatively 
short time. 
Tbe effect of the sun's 
rays on wood Is no where better shown 
than in wood pavement on traffic 
streets, where the timber in the center 
of tbe street, which performs all the 
service, is perfectly sound, while that 
which is next to the curb and does no 
service except to carry water to tbe 
gutter is so rotten that it can be 
crushed with a man's heel.''

A Yoling Woman D«sérted by 
Hor Sesluoor Lloa in a Board- 
ing Houaa, at Point 
of Paath. 


Thia morning, a piominent phyû- 
dan, frtio vequeated th^t his name be 
not mentioned in the matter, as he 
waa in attendance npon one of the 
partiea m the case, told a SENTINEL 
reporter a aad story of man's perfidy 
and woman'a blind trustfulneM. 


It appears that aboat a year ago, a 
young named Wm. Clark, who at the 
time was a brakeman on the Pitta« 
burg road, met at Valparaiso, a young 
girl named Ella Van Elsen, the 
daughter o! a laboring man. Ella 
is described as a very handsome bru- 
nette 
with 
a 
Venoa-like 
form. 
Clark ia a good looking yoni^ fel- 
low, and 
speedily enanared 
the 
affections of the girl who blindly 
trusted him with the u^ual results. 
Clark left the road and went to Chi- 
cago, where he ia now believed to be. 
He occasionally paid visits to the girl 
at her home in Valparaiso, and about 
a month ago was acquainted by her 
with the fact that disgrace awaited 
her uuleas he fulfilled hia promise and 
married her. Thia he promised to do, 
stating that he had aecured a poai- 
tion in the lire department of this 
city, and the two came on here, where 
he secured her a boarding place with 
a respectable family living on East 
Lewis street, where she now lies in a 
very critical coddition, caused by her 
physical condition and the anguish 
caused by a revelation made to her a 
week or two ago that her lover had 
lied to her, left the city and there 
was no trace of his whereabouts ex- 
cept the supposition that he had gone 
to Chicago. 


The girl is utterly friendless and 
without funds and the kind hearted 
people who keep her are poor and 
muat be recompensed. 
So applica- 
tion will probably be made to the 
township trustee or else she will be 
removed to the "Home for the Friend- 
lees." 
Miss Van Elsen is averse to 
communicating with her parents who 
believe she is married and happy. 
She says were her father to learn of 
her disgrace he woah) forever disown 
her, and her poor mother, who is in 
bad health, could not survive the 
shock. 


Altogether the case ia one of the 
saddest that has come to THE SENTI- 
NEL'S notice for some time. 


Odd Fellowship. 


The grand aecretary of the Ind^ 
pendent Order of Odd Fellows, of 
the session of the gr.md lodge of the 
state, held at Indianapolis yesterday, 
reported that the order kad strength- 
ened in all the elements pertaining to 
a permanent growth and prosperity.

SI, 1881,1,463 brothen and 205 wid- 
owed families had been relieved. l%e 
sum of $25,576 91 has been paid for 
the relief of brothers; $3,448 91 for 
the relief of widowed families; $786.45 
for the education of orphans; $7,605.- 
08 for burying the dead, and $1,860 4% 
for other charitable purposes, making 
the total amount of relief for the 
term, $89,277,81; whieh, with thé é m 
reported at the la<t November e^s^fu 
of $40,873.41, wonld make a grMd 
total for 
the 
entire 
year 
of 
1881 of 
$80,151.22. 
Two lodges, 
one at Fiahersbnrg and another at 
Markleville, have been suspended. 
There were now 543 lodges, a gain of 
three since the last report. 
The ac- 
tive membership numbered 25,789, as 
against 25,755 as per last report. 
There has been 114 deaths. The total 
expense, including relief, was $91,-

A COMPACT FOR COLD. 


Important Agreement Between 
the Now Y ork, Chicago and 
St. Loula ahd Erie 
Railroada. 


A dispatch from Cincinnati to the 
Chicago Time$ of yesterday says that 
the Erie and New York, Chicago aod 
St. Louis companiiss have quite re- 
cently entered into a new agreement, 
under which »11 clashing of interests 
will be avoided. Toe plan is this: 
The New York, Pennsylvania and 
Oiiio is to be practically abandoned 
by the Erie, and instead of tranafer- 
ring its eaat and west through busi« 
ness to the New York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio at Salamanca, as heretofore, 
the Erie will make the tranafer at 
Buffalo to the New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis. 
All traffic destined 
for points on the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton aad its connections, 
or coming therefrom, is to be deliv- 
ered to the New York, Chicago and 
St. Louis at Leipsie. As wiU be seen 
by reference to a map of the several 
lines, by this arrangement the Erie 
will get the long haul on all its 
through business and the other lines 
will get the long haul on east and west 
business proper, and from Buffalo to 
Leipsicon business destined for points 
on the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton connections.

ger business is to be worked via the 
same route. At Salamaoc» t ^ Erie 
will receive all businrart^al t^e^ew
